HIS  HONOUR  THE  LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR 
IN  COUNCIL. 

HERE  AS  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  2nd 

’ * day  of  June,  1894,  the  duty  of  the  Collectors 
of  Voters  was  further  defined,  and  each  Collector  was 
directed  to  hold  a Court  on  the  tenth  day  before  the 
election  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and  deciding  all 
objections,  notice  of  which  had  been  given  as  in  the 
said  Order  in  Council  mentioned,  to  the  I’etention  of 
names  on  the  Register,  and  otherwise  as  mentioned  in 
the  said  Order  : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  “ Legislative 
Electorates  and  Elections  Act,  1894,”  that  the  duty  of 
the  Collector  at  such  Court  should  extend  to  the  cor- 
rection and  remedying  of  omissions,  slips,  and  mis- 
takes, if  any,  which  may  have  happened  in  and  about 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  of  such 
Collector  : 

Therefore  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has 
ordered,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows  : — 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Collector  at  the  holding 
of  the  Court  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section  of  the 
said  Order  in  Council  of  the  2nd  day  of  J une,  1894, 
to  supply,  remedy  and  correct  any  and  all  omissions, 
slips,  and  mistakes  which  may  theretofore  have 
occurred  in  the  performance  of  any  of  the  duties 
performable  by  the  said  Collector  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  said  “Legislative  Electorates  and  Elections  Act, 
1894,”  or  any  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  passed 
thereunder.
